Rifles cannot 
pierce the thick hide of the hippopota- 
mus, but the natives have devised n 
weapon which proves most effective in 
their hands, though a European would 
hardly dare attempt the use of it. A 
huge beam of wood, weighing at least 
30 pounds, is selected, and a sharp 
barbed harpoon head made of iron is 
tied to the beam with sinews or twisted 
bits of hide. 


The man selected to hurl this weapon 


is generally on old hnnd at the busi- 
ness. He knows the hippopotamus as 
he knows his children. He is well in- 
formed because of a series of rough ad- 
sentures of all that is likely to befall 
him in the dangerous undertaking 
The natives who accompany him are 
just »5 much his lackeys as it is pos- 
sible for them to be. They are schooled 
In answer his every signal, to follow 
his advice implicitly, to pull forward 
3r back water on the instant; to di< 
ivith him if necessary. The canoe i: 
:rude indeed, but it is strong and fitted 
to the work. 


The assault is generally made in the 


late aftirnoon, when the huge, lumber- 
ing brutes arc sleepy and loggy as a 
result of having been subjected to the 
tropical heat of the African sun. The 
hunters proceed along the 
marsh.% 


banks of the stream, slipping into the 
tributaries whenever it looks as thougt 
there might be good grazing ground foi 
the game they are in search of. 


When the lookout sights a feeding 


or a slcepj- hippopotamus he signifies 
the fact by a low guttural note noi 
unlike that made by a goose. Those 
it the paddles slow clown and the spear 
man sines up the situation, with the 
iiew to determining from which poinl 
,t is best to make the attack. A poliej 
Df war is devised, and the men take 
their places as dirccte-cl by the bar- 
(looner. 


Steadily, quietly the canoe glides ur 


to the feeding hippopotamus. His head 
is turned from it, and with unerring 
aim the harpoon, with its heavy iroc 
barb, sinks through the thick hide tif 
to the haft in the liugh carcass. With 
a rush he swims away as the harpoon 
goes home, and two sturdy natives tug 
with all their strength at the leather 
thong that holds the harpoon to the 
canoe, lie roars and puffs, spouting the 
water from his nostrils as it is dyed 
with his life blood. For miles he swimE 
straight away, racing for life from the 
terrible pain, in frantic attempts tc 
shako oft his burden, lie cannot escape 
from liis foes—lie turns to crush them 
but they arc ou the alert, and the weak- 
ened, awkward beast is unable to reach 
the canoe that he could shatter at o 
single blow. 
He grows weaker; he 


swims more nnd more blowly; for amo- 
iiient he sinks below the surface, anc! 
then the hunters of the Nile know that 
they may dare go near and finish hire 
ivith their spears. Only experts dare 
take part iu this savage struggle foi 
the mastery. Even these do not always 
escape unhurt, for in a flash the dyinf 
monster may close with canoe and oc- 
Diipants, and they are fortunate indeed 
if they escape and do not boar the marks 
of his terrible tusks as a lifelong re 
minder of the contest—N. Y. Journal.

the "Poor White 


trash." 
They 
have 
fouud 
them 


ilhterato and superstitions to a 'great 
dogree. Their poverty is pitiful and 
their self-imposed isolation extremely 
touching. 
They rarely build their 


cabins oa the main road but prefer 
the back districts of their lonely little 
farms, seemingly trying to keep as far 
from civilization as possible. 
They 


feel that tho whole world is down on 
them and live iu an attitude of con- 
stant self-defense. 


Mr. Underwood is located 60 miles 


northwest of Kuoxville, Taiin., right 
in the heart of tho mountainous dis- 
trict. 
Tho people in this district are 


of Scotch-Irish descent 
They are 


patriotic aud very loyal to *'.ieir gov- 
ernment aud very hosi? able. Only 
one per cent of the older inhabitants 
can read and write. The young learn 
quickly and meet all advances toward 
friendship more than half way. 
They 


go to the extremes in everything, lov- 
iug and hating intensely. The fam- 
ilies grow up together like a family 
of animals, with no regard for sex, all 
living in ouo bare little room. Tho 
women at 2o look 50 aud at 50 look 
hko materilized mummies. They have 
little or no idea of the resources of 
the laud and do not care to develop it. 
They aro poor and ignorant because 
they have not suflicieut ambition to 
be anything else. 
Mr. Underwood 


knows from his experience, however, 
that if they are ouco made to know 
that they may bo of some use in tho 
woild 
nnd recognized as civilized 


beings that all tlie latent interest and 
ambitiou will develop. Mrs. Under- 
wood has taught tlio women how to 
sew, 
balto bread and ucrso the sick. 


Mr. Underwood has taught the men 
to farm, iiitro'luning new methods 
and ideas. He lias also tnnght them 
something of the law of the land and 
endeavored to make them understand 
something of tho possibilities of their 
laud iu tho way of producing fruits, 
cereals, etc. Ho says they have been 
impospd upon and wronged by un- 
scrupulous porsous until they are sus- 
picions of evoryone. They will not 
tolerate what they call "book preach- 
ing" and have no use for a minister 
who uses notes. They say: "Weuus 
can do that, nud if yu'uns can't talk 
without reading it from a book we'uus 
don't want to hoar." 


llr. Underwood told many interest- 


ing incidents of bis life iu connection 
with his work among these people 
Ho and his wife are now visiting iu 
the north and be in visiting the Pres- 
byterian churches simply to lay be- 
fore tho northern pcoplo tho need of 
assistance in his work. lie does not 
ask for money.

pino congress would not be recognized 
in any terms of pence that might Le 
made.

Bisk Character of the Men Eollitrd

I bav* often heard with pain and in- 


dignation the flippant, ungenerous 
•neer at the man who fights for pay. 
It is undoubtedly true that the ranks of 
the army and marine corps—and to a 
lesser decree the crews of the navy, for 
in this service the admirable appren- 
tice system, which it ia a pity is not 
more widely extended, furnishes con- 
Jtantly an excellent element in the 
•hip's companies—are mainly recruited 
from the vast numbers of the unem- 
ployed, who join the colors under stress 
of poverty; but environment, example, 
the traditions of the services, soon ex- 
ert their influence, and a very large pro- 
portion of the enlisted men remain, for 
at least a portion of their lives, soldiers 
3r sailors from choice, just as others 
In civil life are mechanics, farmers, 
tradespeople, doctors, lawyers or even 
writers and artists. Forming, as they 
do, in the community a class by them- 
•elves apart, yet are they sprung from 
all parts of o great nation, with all its 
virtues, all its faults, but with the at- 
tributes of courage, patriotism, and ro- 
bust, physical vigor, qualities which the 
American people possess ti> a high de- 
gree, fostered and developed by careful 
and intelligent training of oflicersaml 
men in both land and sea services. All 
sorts and conditions fill the ranks— 
from the college graduate to the farm- 
er's boy, from the deep-chested, long- 
legged Yankee fisher to the wharf-rat 
of a sea-side city; most of them are 
hard-fisted, hard-headed, rough-hewn 
men. Some fall by the wayside, a few 
•re unworthy of this or any other hou- 
orable calling, but by far the great 
mass are brigiit-eycd, vigorous, clean, 
manly fellows, respecting themselves 
»nd others—"first-class fighting men." 
One of those admirable women, a lady 
prominent in the good deeds of the Red 
Cross, who gave her services day after 
day at one of the supply-bureaus of the 
society, said to me recently: "We can 
always pick out a 'regular' among the 
soldiers we see here. Xot many come to 
us, but those that do are iuvariabb 
clean and neat in appearance, respect- 
ful and deferential in their demcunoi 
toward the ladies here, with a modes! 
courtesy of brave men that goet 
straight to our hearts." I can bear that 
statement ready witness. I have seen 
them under many circumstances •— in 
war and in peace, in the field and in gar- 
rison, on shipboard and in port, on and 
off duty—and I have yet to meet tlie 
regular soldier or sailor who has treat- 
ed me otherwise than with decency ami 
civility. I happened to be iu Tumpa la.sl 
spring when the troops were paid 
Some 12,000 to 15,000 regulars, Infantry 
cavalry and artillery, had received theii 
money, and the streets were crowded 
with the men. 


I had occasion to go to the post oflico 


but I pave up the attempt to reach the 
"stamp window," so packed was the 
room with soldiers buying money or- 
ders to bend to their homes. Although 
the drinking places—I dislike the term 
saloon—were wide open all through the 
principal streets, and no visible re- 


] on any one, sojdiei

I saw no instance of disorderly conduct 
.ind during the whole time that these 
troops were encamped at Tampa ant 
the vicinity peace and good order pre- 
vailed among them generally, except in 
isolated instances when, as 1 regretted 
to learn afterwards, some of the negro 
troops, under great provocation of theii 
pride as soldiers, at the hands of civil- 
ians, \\ere puilty of acts of disorder and 
violence, speedily checked, however, b} 
the authorities. 
I wonder how man} 


of our people know that hundreds of 
the fine fellows on Admiral Sampson's 
ships had not set foot ashore on libcrU 
for more than six months—many of 
them for even a longer period—until 
they met with the enthusiastic welcome 
that all, high and low, vied with one 
another in extending to them on the 
'return of the fleet to Xe\v York? Al 
through the dreary waitingatTortugaf- 
and Key West, before the breaking oui 
of the war; all through the long, mo- 
notonous days and anxious nights of 
the blockade; all through 1lie tropical 
summer, through wind und storm, 
bombardment and chase, and the la»I 
glorious fight with Cervcra; through 
the hard am! ceaseless work iu the tor- 
rid waters of Guautunamo bay—no leis 
ure had been theirs. Would not any- 
one with a drop of warm blood in hif 
veins make indulgent eveiises if, free 
for the time from the rigid discipline 
of the ship, in the exuberance of 
brawny health and high animal spir- 
its, many among them yielded to the 
temptations of the lavish hospitality 
pressed upon them by an admiring and 
patriotic people1'.' Yet out of about2,0b!i 
men anhore on that occasion, but six 
per cent, of the number overstaid liber- 
ty, and practically all of them reported 
for duty eventually. Taking tlie in- 
stance on that occasion of one of thc.se 
ships, the .Vew York, as an illustration, 
of Z:,j liberty men all but three re- 
turned on board on time. I think that 
under the circumstances the incident 
speaks volumes for the character of the 
men and the discipline of tlie benice.—
